"Sitting here and reading the English 
papers thut arrive, one cannot help 
feeling that England, at any rate, has 
lot yet succeeded in banishing the 
ipèctaculnr and romantic conceptions 
it war which no longer bear any re- 
lation to the actuality. The papers 
^ till give the impression that war is 
iin affair of dash and clash. Incidents 
are invented, like the charge of the 
Bengal cavalry. Other incidents, true 
j;i themselves, but isolutud and not 
characteristic as the engagement of 
he London Scottish, are made to con- 
,ev a picture of the whole battle. 
NE IIV E> H A CKI NO OK DEAL. 
"As a matter of fact this is not what 
is happening. The bravery of our men, 
and they are splendidly brave, con- 
sists In sitting for ten days and nights 
in soddm trenches with the terrify- 
ing noises and earth-shaking concus- 
sion of shells which don't kill ,them, 
dropping on the earth around, and the 
horror of the shell which does kill 
them dropping occasionally right Into 
tho trench: with a man here and a 
man tln-re being picked off as he inad- 
vertently puts his head a couple of 
inches ton high or wiggles past a spot 
on which a German picked shot has 
his rifle laid for hours; with the 
of one man one night and another 
n another night as the men crawl 
to «et rations, iir, as the ration 
rty comes along the road after dark 
io bring them from the refilling point:

1 hojnng 
that our artillery, whoso shells they 
can hear whistling overhead, is mnk- 
Ing the enemy as uncomfortable a* 
theirs Is making us. 
"This false, conception Is go- 
"This false concepllon of what is go- 
ing on createB a false picture of the 
soldiers that ar» wanted. I read of 
the Sportsmen Hattaiton, all athlete* 
and so forth. All very nice if Indi- 
vidual prowess were In question. But 
it Is ly»'- What Is wanted is ordinary 
men trained to discipline and trained 
to ehoot and plenty of them — men 
who can be held In not to shoot until 
Ihe proper moment- -not men who are 
going to whoop and slash and kill two 
Germans at one stroke.

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Former Chancellor von Uulow be- 
lieved that the establishment of "a 
plate In the snn" in Klao-chow wae 
one of the tnoBt important steps in 
modern history. That belief throws 
light on the folly of the policy of the 
German war party in risking every- 
thing on the gamble of war, thus en- 
dangering the steady conquests of 
peace. Von Bulow also said: 

From this strong position we 
can Iwik with complacency upon 
the development* of the future. 
We 'have so large a field of ac- 
tion and ftutih Important tasks that 
we need not grudge the conces- 
sions made to other nations. 

We have already spc.ken of the fact 
that Nietanhe, In spite of hie: super- 
man liellef*, feared t'he German Bm- 
pire would kill the German intellect. 
Von Bnlow hilmaelf declared: "De- 
spite t'he many merit* and tiualiUea 
with which the German nation has 
been endowed, political talent has 
been denied to It." Von Bulow *« clews 
are co.-rred always by the fear 'ot 
demwracv. Germany, once freed from 
the rule of the landed aristocracy, will 
find political talents to match her 
other talents. Klaochow, to be sure, 
i« gone forever, and it Is to lie feared 
that other "places In the nun" will be 
gone. That st'^esnnan would deserve 
well of Oernfany who couild Induce 
her to accept the Inevitable without 
waiting for the Russia us after a long, 
exhaiuKing war, to put iier fair laada 



where*- she 'herself litis put the fair 
lauds and towns of Belgium. 

GKUMANY AND KBANCH. 
Von Billow wad a debonalrr and 
clever statesman, but 'his thinking 
was like that of the rest of the "for- 
ward' group. The fafcl is that the 
main Imdy of French opinion, Includ- 
ing the government's, has for a long 
time been governed by reason. It 
has ptfeTorrAd' peace and prosperity to 
revenge h ml the recovery of Alsneo- 
Lorrnine.

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Several Kuropcan economist* esti- 
mate the cost of 4he war to the nations 
concerned nt $50,000,000 per day, and 
If these figures arc even approximate- 
ly correct, the rontinuunce of the strug- 
gle for a year would Impose a bur- 
den upon the five lending Kuropcan 
countries engaged of eighteen thous- 
and millions of dollars! How la this 
Immense levy to be met and who will 
pay It? 

It Is obvious, at the outset, that the 
productive power of a country at wur 
Is materially reduced by the with- 
drawal from Induatry of thousands 
of men who are put in uniform for the 
purpose of blowing away powder nnd 
ball In killing each other, writes Cha*. 
A. ronarot, who was a special commis- 
sioner of the U.S. War Deportment In 
the Philippines In 1901, an adviser on 
monetary reform Iti Mexico In 1903, 
a member of die commission on In- 
ternational exchange In the same year, 
And a member of the special commis- 
sion of the Sow York Chamber of 
Commerce' on currency reform In 190H, 
and the author of a number of Works 
on finance. The loss to the commun- 
ity Is a two-edged aword: not only la 
productive power reduced, but such 
productive power aa remains In the 
olvtltan world la applied largely to 
producing thlnga which are not useful 
In the ordinary economic aense, but 
are employed In equlpptng troopa and 
ships and keeping their men and crews 
In economic idlenesa. 

The estimated coat of war to the 
countries Involved, at about eighteen 
thousand millions of dollara, Is not 
equal to the entire productive power 
of these countries, else they would 
not be able to produce food and clothe* 
for the civlllana who are not In the 
field. It does repreaent, however, a 
very large percentage of their produc- 
tive power and a much larger amount 
than they are uaually able to apply 
to aaving for productive purposes. 

The distinction between annual pro- 
duction and saving la the distinction 
between What la consumed within the 
year for food, clothing and similar 
purpose?, and the surplus which m 
maina to be put into permanent struc' 
lures, machinery and new lines and 
tools of transportation for the pur- 
pose of Increasing productive power 
In tho fixture. The form In which these 
savings have come to be employed to 
a large degree In the capitalistic coun 
tries Is In the purchase of Uie ' bonds 
and sharra of joint, stock companies, 
which are thu* provided with, the 
means for constructing new railways, 
cotton mills, or labor-saving machin- 
ery. . ' 4 , 

U is therefore by Ote Issue of new se- 
curities that Increased production and 
economic efficiency la achieved. Small 
corporations whose issues do not fig- 
ure on the stock exchange are, of 
cours, not Included in the Hat of theae 
securities. The tatter do, however, re- 
present a very largo proportion of the 
aaved capital -which becomes, avall- 



able Lq governments which desire to 
divert such savings from productive 
purposes to the ends of war. These 
new securities average annually tho 
sum of over $4,000,000,000 per year. 
This is much greater than used to bo 
the case twenty years ago. In. tho 
ten years ending with 1893 the annual 
average was estimated about $1,250,- 
000,000, and for. the ten years ending 
With 1903 at $2,fi9l!,000,000. The huge 
increase in the ten yenns to t9l3 Is a 
striking tribute to the economic, pro 
gress made by the world during a 
period of peace, hampered though It 
was by war expenditures totalling $1,- 
540,090,000 In the year 1912 alone. 

Those four billion dollars worth of 
savings will probably for the current 
year be diverted from productive em- 
ployment to the expenses of the pres- 
ent war. If tho figure of eighteen bil- 
lions quoted above Is corrected, and 
If to the four billions of savings eatl- 
mated to be Invested In Hated com- 
panies bo added another four billions 
Invested In unllseed companies and 
private enterprises, there will be still 
a deficit of ten billions to be made up. 

This means that It will be extremely 
difficult to raise capital for any other 
purpose than to absorb the great mass- 
es of government obligations which 
will be thrown upon the security mar- 
ket and forced Into the assets of banks. 
Further It means that this condition 
will not cease with the war. but will 
continue to absorb the bulk of tho 
world's savings for many years after 
tho war la over. 

Against this eighteen billiona for a 
year's war there may be aet the sums 
accumulated or .voted In war crédita 
by the five leading nations. These at 
a fair estimate amount to three and 
a half billions. 

To meet the burdens entailed by the 
war the governments of the respective 
countries will endeavor to shift Its 
havy cost upon posterity by the Issue 
of long term government obligations. 
In ao doing they will serve the lnter- 
esta of Investors, wno will buy ae- 
curltlea whllo thoy are cheap, under 
the stress of war. while labor for many 
years to come will bear the burden of 
Increased rentals and prices for food 
and clothing which will result from 
the grinding taxation necessary to pay 
the interest on the war loans. Already 
Kurope staggers under the enormous 
coat of ancient wars, and this will add 
Io the burden. 

France has the heaviest war debt, 
amounting to about $6,350,000,000. Then 
comes the United Kingdom with $3,- 
500,000,000. Spain, with a population 
of less than 20,000,000, pays for her 
faded glories with a debt of about 
$],"oti,ono,00t). Austria'a debt Is around 
$1,000,000,000, whH-s if the burden of 
the German Empire is only $1,140,000,- 
000, it has to be remembered that the 
empire Is only forty .four rears old 
and the amount does not include the 
debt pf the states. Prussia alone haa 
a, public Indebtedness of $i,3EO,ooo,MO, 



which raises the combined debt for thl 
state alone and the empire to the lev^ 
of England's. Tho Russian Emplrel 
total debt amounts to $4,550,000,000,. d 
which, however, some has been exi 
pend mi in groat productive ' workj 
such as the Trans-Siberian R&llwaa 
which cost hundreds of raillions tj 
build. Of theso countries atone .thj 
total indebtedness la In the netghbon 
hood of twenty billions of dollars. 
. The annual dobt charges of Uieat 
countries, excludlug Italy for Interes. 
and sinking funs, covers, according it 
recent figures, tho colossal aggrcgau; 
of seven hundred millions of dollar* 
Yet that sum, staggering aa It Is, wotilj 
only suffice to carry on the preset! 
wur for a fortnight. 

Inevitably, a largo part of the but] 
den Imposed by the waste of war wl{ 
fall. upon the laborer and tho man 
small means. They may not pay thl 
taxes directly, 'but . tney will pay then 
indirectly. For them the war mean 
in a large measure that Uie Incrcasel . 
productive power of the race due tj 
machinery, which has added ao vastl| 
to human comfort In our tlmo, will 1* 
cancelled by the wasto of war. X 
means that the price of overythlni 
they buy will be Increased In order tha 
the dealers may pay higher takes, anl 
that tho value of tho money wit) 
which they buy will decline in tho) 
hands If tbe contending states are 
polled to resort to excessive Issues 
paper money. 

As an Illustration, let the followlm 
case be taken. According to a French 
official estimate, the rental value dj 
private structures — homes, shops anj 
mills— la about $708,000,000. If $20 
000,000 a day is the cost of the upkee] 
of the French army In the field, that 
the vahto of all the rontala In Frand 
will, be licked up in five weeks. Nt 
form of taxation la possible undW 
which the burden of auch losses wM 
not react directly upon the rental 4 
the poorest laborer. Indirectly, by In 
creasing the rent of mills, shops, etcj 
it will Increase the priées of camroodl 
ties. This Is only one of tho man) 
ways In which the financial burden <t 
the war will fall upon the masses, ufl 
on their children and upon tholr chl| 
dren's children.
